Decatur, Jr, whose name s reming-
eent of the war against the Barbary
pirates, and Jubal A. Early, son of the
famous Confederate general, are mid-
shipmen at the paval academy. Lleu-
tenant Franck T. Evans of the navy Is
a son of “Fighting Bob” Evans, who
commanded the battleship lowa at the
battle of Santiago and who is now In
command of the north Atlantic squad-
ron. Lieutenant Evans was a mid-
shipman on the Massachusetts during
the Spanish war,

Major General Arthur MacArthur has
representatives In both branches of the
service. Oune son, Douglas MacArthur,
who was gradoated from West Polut
in 1903 at the head of the class of that
year, s now a lleutenant of engineers.
Young MacArthur was born In Arkan
#as and appointed to West Point from
Wisconsin. From the day of his ad-
mission he stood pear the head of his
class and excelled in drill regulations,
cavalry, light artil-
lery and Infantry
work. He made no
effort to excel as an
dthlete. Arthur
MacArthur, Jr., an-
other son, Is a lieu-
tenant In the navy,
Three years ago he
was among those In-
jured by an explo-
slon on the subma-
rine boat Faulton.
The distingulshel
tather of these two
men is not & West Pointer, but a vet-
eran of both the elvil and Spanish wars.

Midshipman Early’'s father was grad-
uated from West Point in 1837 and
fought under the stars and stripes In
the Mexlean war and under the stars
and bars In the eivil war. Many oth.
er sons of men who fought for the Con-
federacy are In the army and navy.
Jitz-Hugh Lee, son of the late General
Fitz-Hugh Lee, Is a lleutenant of cav-
alry; Joseph Wheeler, Jr., son of Gen-
eral Joe Wheeler, I8 an artillery cap-
tain, and James Longstreet, Jr., son
of General Longstreet, ls first |leuten-
ant in the Thirteenth cavalry,

Stephen Decatur, Jr., was appointed
a midshipman In November, 1002, from
New Humpshire, Ralph Earle Samp-
gon, another midshipman, I8 a son of
the late Rear Admiral William T.
Sampson, of Bantiago fame, John P.
V. Gridley, first

Sculptor MaeNell's Lifelike Desigm
For Ohlo's Capltal,

In Columbus, the eapital of Ohlo, on
the plaga in front of the capitol bulld-

The commis-
sion to execute the sculpture for this
monument was awarded to Herman
Atkins MacNeil, and be has recently
finished In his studlo at College Point,

size and portrays the martyred presl-
dent in & speaking attitude, holding lo
his left hand the maunuscript of an ad-
